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Report of Superintendent of Schools 





To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


It is my privilege to submit my sixth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of the Newton Schools. 


At the end of this report will be found inter- 
esting and encouraging reports which I have been 
privileged to bring to your notice, they are given 
by the Supervisor of Music and the School Nurse. 


The number of pupils enrolled last year was 
156. This number represents a decrease of seven 
under the enrollment of the year before. The at- 
tendance averaged 93.78% of the membership. The 
state average for this period was 95.8%. Twelve 
pupils were neither absent nor tardy. Eleven pupils 
completed the work of grade eight. Eight of these 
entered high school in September. 


The following table shows the enrollment in 
the Newton Schools during the past five years:

At the close of school last June, Miss Margaret 
Matorian resigned her position at the Junction. Miss 
Mary Greeley was appointed to fill the vacancy: We 
were fortunate in retaining the remainder of the 
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teaching force who continue to serve the schools by 
doing efficient and commendable work. 


Money provided by the Red Cross has been 
used to provide first aid material for the schools. 


During the school year of 19381-1932 all needy 
and underweight children of the town were pro- 
vided with milk once a day. This milk was provided 
by an unemployment committee appointed by the 
Selectmen of the town. More than three eight-quart 
cans were distributed daily. A marked improve- 
ment was made by all underweight axzd_ under- 
nourished children taking the milk. 


In the spring of 1982 a Dental Clinic was held 
in Newton. It was held in the Parish Hall of the 
Baptist Church. The majority of the school children 
took advantage of this opportunity and had all 
dental work done necessary at the reduced rates 
offered by Dr. Bowen of Exeter. Children not able 
to pay were given financial assistance through the 
Harris Fund. A large number of the school chil- 
dren were given perfect teeth certificates. 


The children of the Newton Junior School pre- 
sented an operetta ‘““Windmills of Holland’’ on Mon- 
day evening, May 27, 1932. The entertainment was 
well attended and the net proceeds amounted to 
twenty-five dollars. At this same time the children 
of all the schools in the town took part in the Na- 
tional Washington Bi-Centennial Celebration. Plays, 
songs, readings, and recitations dealing with the life 
of Washington were presented. The toy or rhythm 
band made its first public appearance and was 
thoroughly enjoyed by all attending.

On Monday evening November 21, 1932 the 
children of the Newton Junior School presented an 
operetta ‘‘Polished Pebbles” before a very large 
and appreciative audience. This operetta was far 
better attended than our first one given the pre- 
vious year. The net proceeds amounted to thirty- 
seven dollars and fifty-cents. At this same time the 
children of all other schools in town presented a 
varied program of Thanksgiving plays, songs, reci- 
tations and acrostics. Several selections were given 
by the rhythm bands of our different schools. 


At the present time the Selectmen of the town 
are once more providing the needy and _ under- 
weight children of the town with milk. 


The medal presented annually by the Sons of 
the American Revolution to the boy or girl of the 
eight grade, who by vote of classmates and teachers 
has best exemplified the habits of good citizenship 
was awarded last June to Edward A. Lewis. In line 
with this annual award these ten citizen habits, 
cleanliness, cooperation, courtesy, dependableness, 
honesty, obedience, politeness, promptness, quiet- 
ness, and truthfulness are beginning to receive equal 
or even greater importance than scholastic marks 
in rating elementary school pupils. Whenever a re- 
port card indicates a citizenship habit unsatisfactory 
or a failure in scholastic work, parents are urged 
to confer with the teacher and thus cooperate in 
securing improvement. It is to every child’s advan- 
tage that the school and home have a mutual un- 
derstanding of his needs. 


The schools of Newton were in session 350 half 
half days. The average for elementary schools of 
the state for this period was 354.8. ni - 
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During the fall of 1932 the teachers of the va- 
rious schools of the town (Center and Lower Vil- 
lage only) were asked to exhibit school work at the 
fair held by the Eclipse Grange of Newton. Work 
covering all subjects and studies during the year 
were placed on exhibition. This provided an excel- 
lent opportunity for parents to inspect work accom- 
plished by the children in the classroom. 


The School Nurse, Miss Helen Thomas, has 
continued her good work in the schools: She has 
made many home visits as well as the regular school 
calls in the interest of children’s health. She has 
been generous in furnishing transportation to chil- 
dren at clinics and other remedial work. 


Our teaching force is composed of persons well 
trained professionally and competent in execution 
of work. The tests which we apply reveal commend- 
able work and a spirit running through the schools 
which cannot fail to bring satisfactory results. The 
interest of the pupils which is strong evidence of 
success in school work is manifest to a remarkable 
degree. The schools are well equipped for their 
work. 


Anything that may be done to interrupt the 
progress of the schools would have disastrous re- 
sults. To everyone interested in our national well- 
being the welfare and maintenance of our publicly 
supported schools is a matter of first concern. If 
our children and young people are given a chance 
to prepare well and thoroughly for the future our 
hope and confidence remain unimpaired. 


A well-known educator has written the follow- 
ing: “The School Board member is an important 
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force in shaping the course of education. As such he 
is also a powerful instrument in guiding the destiny 
of the state, the nation, and society. A school may 
add immeasurably to the advancement of human 
welfare. To do this its administrators must be wise, 
energetic, and courageous. The compensation which 
they receive is not in money, nor even in honor, but 
is in the consciousness of having helped as fully as 
possible in training young men and women for the 
part which they are to play in American state and 
national life, and for that larger part which Ameri- 
ca is to play in the affairs of the world.” 


In conclusion I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion of the fine spirit of cooperation on the part of 
the School Board, teachers, local organizations, 
and the general community.

I hereby submit my annual report as Super- 
visor of Music in the Newton Schools. 


In the primary grades rote songs with simple, 
but beautiful tunes supply a foundation for further 
musical progress.
